Richard Henneberger, the Town 
Manager of Wilmington is busy. 
Well, almost busy. 

Industrial prospects are showing 
up almost daily, and he spends 
much of his time in session with 
business firms that may or may 
not decide to locate in Wilmington, 

In between times he is wonder- 
ing if there are going to be any 
volunteers show up, for various 
posts he has to fill in the next 
week or two, 

For the forthcoming season is 
the Time for Appointments, 

The Board of Selectmen have 
appointments to make, to such or- 
ganizations as the Board of Ap- 
peals, and the Boardof Registrars, 
There are eight election officers 
who must be appointed sometime 
this summer, Two people are to 
be appointed to the Permanent 


Building Committee, and there is 
the Town Counsel - which isprac- 
tically a story all by itself, 

Henneberger, for his part, has 
about 50 appointments to make in 
the next few weeks, 

In the annual report to the peo- 
ple of Wilmington Henneberger had 
a full page requesting citizens to 
indicate their desire to serve the 
community, and the capacity in 
which they would like to serve, 

In Wilmington, a community of 
over 15,000, Henneberger has, so 
far, received six replies. 

One of his pet projects, at the 
moment, is to revive the Civil De- 
fense Fire Department, andthe Au- 
xillary Police Force, 

There are plenty of openings for 
people who want to serve - andthe 
line forms to the right in the Town 
Hall, on any day. 


Library Board Gives up 


The Mbrary board voted Tues- 
day night to explore the feasibil- 
ity of putting an article into the 
warrant for a special town meet- 
ing. The article would ask for 
money to remodel the St, Thomas 
church building for temporary lib- 
rary quarters, after the Town has 
acquired the property. 

Inasmuch as the Town once voted 
to remodel the old church building 


(1962), and inasmuch as the Town 
has just voted down the proposal 
for a new library, it was the con- 
sensus that a new vote on the or- 
iginal plan would be indicative of 
what the townspeople are willing 
to pay for a library facility, 

In other action, the boardagreed 
to ask the Division of Library 
Extension for a loan of material 
on Friends of the Library groups,

Electric Study 
Meeting 


Wilmington, North Reading and 
Lynnfield Selectmen have agreedto 
a meeting in Wilmington on April 
2ist, at which time it is proposed 
to draft a letter to the Municipal 
Light Department of Reading, stat- 
ing the consensus of the three towns 
with respect to the service and 
rates of the Municipal Light Depart 
ment of Reading. 

The Selectmen met in Lynnfield 
Tuesday night, with Wilmington 
people being in the majority, At- 
tending from Wilmington were 
Chairman Lloyd C Bender and Jim 
Miceli, of the Wilmington Select- 
men, Town Manager Dick Henne- 
berger, and Erwin Hanke and Bill 
Hooper of the Wilmington Power 
Study Committee. 

The Chairman of the Lynnfield 
board was the host, andonly Lynn- 
field Selectman to be present, 
Representing North Reading was 
Don Roberts, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen from that town, 

Most of the conversation of the 
evening was a review of previous 
events, 

The Selectmen decided that, si- 
multaneously with the drafting of 
the letter to the Reading officials 
on April 21st, they would prepare 
articles for their respective town 
meetings, asking to appropriate 
money for a feasability study of 
the situation, and whether or not 
it will be profitable for the towns 
to withdraw from the Municipal 
Light Department of Reading,

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THE PUBLIC LIBRARY PROPOSAL 


The people of Wilmington were unable to vote 
for a public library, in the town meeting just passed, 


There were a number of reasons why a vote fora - 
Public library, as proposed, would have been wrong, . 


THE SITE IS WRONG 


The proposals to build on the site of the old St, 
Thomas church, -This is the wrong place to build a 
public library, 

Consider the High School, together with Church 
Street, and Middlesex Avenue, upto Wildwood Street, 
Start, if the reader will, at Adams Street, and think 
of the ‘block’ between Adams Street and Wildwood. 

Perhaps 75% of that block is takenup by the High 
Schoo] and associated functions, football field, base- 
ball field, the Roman House, tennis courts, etc. 

The High School was built in 1951. Three times 
since then it has been enlarged. Shortly the last of 
the Junior High School children will be leaving for 
the new West Intermediate School, and the entire 
High School will be devoted to one purpose alone - 
that of educating High School children, 

At the rate the town is growing, it will not be too 
many years before the School Department will be 
Saying ‘We need a bigger High School - you’ll have 
to enlarge the present building, or start a new 
program elsewhere,’ 

Along Church Street and Middlesex Avenue, 
in the ‘High School Block’ as far as Wildwood 
Street are the Roman House, the school’s tennis 
courts, two private homes, the First Baptist Church, 
and the old St, Thomas church, (The funeral home 
at the corner of Wildwood Street is not included in 
this discussion), 

The people of the Baptist Church are proposing 
a new structure, and it is proposed to build the li- 
brary where old St. Thomas stands,, 

Physically, in both the case of the church, and 
in the case of the library, this paper has reserva- 
tions as to whether or not there will be rooom, a 
few years after the proposed structures are built, 

There is planned parking space, yes. So was 
there planned parking space years ago, in the days 
of horse and buggy transportation, at some places, 
when no one suspected that there was to be such an 
instrument as the horseless carriage, 

The point is that there will probably be insuf- 
ficient room for the expansion that is sure to come, 
in either of the structurs - expansion that will come 
in a way that cannot be exactly predicted, 

In the humble opinion of this column both the 
Baptist Church site and the old St, Thomas Church 
site will be inadequate for the proposals, in a few 
years, 

And the real compelling need, in the High School: 
‘block’ will be the need for more space for the 
High School, in days to come, 

The Roman House can be torn down, The tennis 
courts can be moved or destroyed, 

After that - what? 

It might be possible to persuade the good people 
of the Baptist Church to build elsewhere, 

The town could possibly acquire the two private 
homes, without using eminent domain proceedings, 
over a period of years, 

And, if there were no library at the St, Thomas 
site there would be fine and adequate space for a 
High School expansion program,

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A COMMON SENSE SITE 


A public library is an extension of the educational 
facilities of the state. It does not exist for the pur- 
pose of having a refuge for school children, where 
they can study and borrow books. Schools have 
libraries for this purpose, better planned and better 
equipped for the purpose of educating children, 

A public library exists for the purpose of bring- 
ing educational mateirals to the man in the street - 
to expose John and Jane Doe to the advantages to be 


derived from books, be the books paper backs, or - 


studious tomes, or phonograph records, or film 
strips, 

To best expose John and Jane the library should 
be where John and Jane are to be found ~ in or near 
a shopping center, or, for instance, a post office, 

Romantically minded individuals may swoon over 
the thought of a beautiful edifice overlooking the green 
grass of the Common, It presents a nice picture, 
But, for the tax payer to get the greatest return on 
the dollar invested in a library, he has to be hard 


. headed, and put the library at a site where it will 


attract the most customers, 

Far better than opposite the Common would be 
the Wilmington Plaza, or near Weinbergs, or half 
a dozen other sites in town, The town should forget 
any raptures about green grass. 

And even more compelling is the probability 
that the St, Thomas site will probably be inadequate 
20 years from now, in terms of parking alone, 


THE PRICE WAS TOO HIGH 


The town meeting could not accept a $450,000 
price tag for a 14,000 square foot building. Statistics 
were offered to prove that the price was right. The 
voters could not buy those statistics, 

There are too many examples of libraries being 
designed by competent Library Architects, and not 
costing what was proposed for Wilmington, 

Furthermore it was a ‘cut down’ model, 

Consider the typewriters that are offered for 
People who fly as passengers in airplanes, Those 
typewriters are fine, to be held in one’s lap, and 
used under those circumstances, 

But they would be no good for the heavy duty 
of a modern office, The same rule holds good for 
ull ‘midget models, automobiles, homes, or what 
ver the reader might choose, The ‘Little’ model, 
urns out to be, in the long run, the most expensive, 

The proposed library, in its original plans, 
ast fall, were made in consultation with an advisor 
vho knew his subject, 

The plans presented in the Town Meeting a 
week ago were for a mini-library - a cut down 
version of the original thing. 

And that’s not the way to build libraries,

home, on the date set aside for 
regular preschool registration, 

Children may be eligible between

several occasions to explain points to the High School students, 


welcome anyone along the way to 
hook up with the pipeline, and that 
Service would be thereby extended 
in Wilmington, 

Lloyd Bender, now the chairman 
of the board, asked why the pipe- 
line had to go over the bridge, at 
Route 93, He pointed out that it 
constituted a hazardous climbing 
temptation to youngsters, 

Boyajian said that since Lowell 
Gas could not tear up the highway 
to lay the pipe underground there 
was no alternative, 


Harold McKelvey 

Past Commander Harold W. Mc- 
Kelvey of the DAVappeared before 
the board to make an impassioned 
plea that the article appropriating 
$750 for the DAV be Placed on the 
warrant for the April 4th Special 
Town Meeting. 

McKelvey further Suggested that 
a study be made of the DAV, and 
that $750 might be taken from the 
general funds, and that the defeated 
article be reversed in a later town 
meeting, 

Mrs Wavie Drew pointed out that 
not a single member of the DAV 
took the microphone, at the town 
meeting, to defend his organiza- 
tion, and Miceli said that the Sel- 
ectmen could not take it upon them 
Selves to reverse the decision of 
the town meeting, Mr Bender sug- 
gested that the DAV might use the

As I follwed the shoreline to 
Adana and Antakya (Antioch), I 
Paused by a beach to photograph the 
first camels I had seen in my trip, 

It was on that day that I entered 
my first Arab country, Syria. Imet 
Some Arabic boys while stopping 
for gas, and they invited me to visit 
their house, and to spend some 
time with their family, 

At first I was a bit apprehensive 
but I accepted because of their 
sincerity, 

This started a memorable ex- 
perience for me, as Istayeda week 
with them during which I got an 
insight into the true Arab outlook 
on hospitality and treatment of 
their fellow man. They considered 
it their duty to do all within their 
means to make me feel at home. 
Almost every day I would meet 
Some of the neighbors, who, with- 
out fail, wanted to invite me to 
share their meager means, be it 
ever so humble, 

It takes very little thought to 
realize that these family people 
have the same problems, desires 
and loves as thir counterparts in 
the USA regardless of the vast 
difference in geographical position 
and way of life. 

The trip from their town of Ba- 
nias to Beirut took only one day but 
it was like taking a step back into 
Europe. The capital of Lebanon is 
a large modern city right down to 
the big American cars and the 
ridiculous drivers, Allofthe local 
people speak French and many 
Speak English as well. 


TOWN CRIER 


This is a city of night-life and 
the latest styles, and is the enter- 
tainment center for all of the sur- 
rounding Arab countries, As can 
be expected from this, prices are 
quite high, and in many cases are 
comparable to those in the USA. 
Lebanon boasts of a variety ofhol- 
iday activities from water-skiing 
along its picturesque coast to snow 
skiing in the mountains, a mere 
one hour drive from the shore. 

With an abundance of clubs here 
{t was easy to find work, and I 
Started at once at the ‘Kit-Kat’ 
club. The first week of work in- 
volved putting on special shows for 
the 6500 US sallors who were here 
during the Christmas holiday. 

These men, from the US 6th Fleet 
lent a touch of home tothis period, 
and their departure was felt by all, 
especially the local businessmen 
wha had been prospering during 
their stay, thanks to the many ad- 
ded price margins, 

Having been here for a month, 
now, I intend to ‘hit the road’ again 
within a few days and to continue 
through Syria, Jordan, Egypt, etc, 
on my ‘dream tour’. My use of 
Arabic {s quite limited now but I 
expect it to increase greatly as I 
encounter the people ofthe country 
side again, 

I had hoped to make this a New 
Year’s letter, but became involved 
with work and other duties. How- 
ever I would like to wish you alla 
happy and prosperous 1966, before 
the end of which I hope and expect 
to see you again,

Dear Sir; 

I am the person who made the 
motion to reconsider Article 21 at 
our recent annual Town Meeting, 
Let me state that I do not hold any 
personal or professional grudge 
against any of the firemen or the 
fire department, Quite the contra- 
ry is true, in fact. I feel we have a 
competent and efficient fire depart 
ment, 

The reasons I opposed Article 
21 are two fold, The shorter work 
week proposed by Article 21 would 
have resulted in a 25% raise inthe 
average hourly wage (14/56 x 100 
equals 25%), This year the firemen 
received longevity increases. This 
type of raise was recommended by 
you yourself after long hours of 
negotiation and a majority vote of 
the town employee’s association 
I felt that a 25% further increase 
was not warranted, or fair at this 
time, 

Any comparison between fire- 
men’s weekly hours and the hours 
other town employees and/or in- 
dustrial personnel is meaningless, 
The particularly low average 
activity level ofthe firemen negates 
any attempt at direct comparison, 

I respectfully request, that you, 
as town manager and the person 
responsible for establishing the 
town employee’s labor policies, 
investigate the possibility and ad- 
visability of a study to determine 
fair and equable hours and wages 
of the fire department personnel 
by one of the following means 

(a) an internal (town organiza- 
tion) or (b) an external (outside 
investigating organization) or (c) 
yourself and/or the fire chief, 

I further request that you re- 
commend to the town meeting, at 
the next opportunity, one of the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) a proposal for new hours and 
wages for the firemen or (b)apro- 
posal to study the problem by an 
internal or external organization 
as deemed appropriate,

Parts of Chestnut Street, and the new Golf Course 
under water - the new $500,000 Chestnut Street Pump- 
ing Station flooded out - and the new pumping station 
in the Town Park under three feet of water!

Wilmington protested, through its Selectmen and 
Conservation Commission, and through its Repre- 
sentative Fred Cain, A week ago, in annual Town 
Meeting the town passed unanimously a resolution 
asking the aid of the Governor and Legislature to 
defeat the proposed legislation. 

North Reading, according to Don Roberts, the 
chairman of the Board of Selectman, is preparing a 
similar resolution which will be presented to the 
citizens of that town in Town Meeting.

Wilmington Planning Board, Tues-

‘The Act provides that any land- 
owner who wishes to change: the 
characteristics of his property, if 
that property is swampy, or ona 
river or stream, or a lake, must 
first obtain legal permission. Only 
farmers are exempt, 

Wilmington, with perhaps two 
thirds of the town being close to 
swamps, if not in swamps, is pe- 
culfarly vulnerable to this law the 
Planning Board decided, 

The subject was introduced into 
the meeting by Atty James Banda, 
who pointed out that any subdivision 
proposed in Wilmington today will 
probably have at least alittle piece 
of swampy: land, and thus will have

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission had already appeared

Pm on Monday, The telegram was 
Sent at noon on the same day, 

Mr Cutter was unable to attend 
because of previous appointments 
and the two people appointed two 
members, without Cutter’s assis- 
tance, Mr, Cutter has protested,

Is the group, called in one place 
a Committee, really a committee, 

Does this committee(?) come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Open 
Meeting Law, passed about five 
years ago? 

If it is not subject to the Open 
Meeting Law, does the provision 
in that law for Twenty Four hours 
public notice for an official meet- 
ing constitute a determination by 
the legislature that ‘twenty-four 
hours’ is the minimum reasonable 
notice that must be given? If so, 
are the appointments invalid be- 
cause of inadequate notice? Or what 
is adequate notice - one hour - five 
hours - two days.......7 

Can two members of the ‘com- 
mittee’ act in the absence of the 
third member, where the By-Laws 
state that a majority may decide, 
and the apparent intent of the By 
Law ts that all three officials shall 
participate in a decision, even if 
it is not unanimous? 

AS a footnote to this legal canof 
worms, it can be noted that in many 
towns of Massachusetts the Moder- 
ator alone makes the appointments 
to the Finance Committee, 

Further, the Town Counsel’s ru- 
ling is not necessarily binding. If 
the question goes to the courts, 
which is possible, he may be over- 
ruled, 

Perhaps the best solution is to 
start all over again!
